Will Claim Editor Accused of Libel 


Merely Repeated Current Talk as to 


Colonel's Habits. 


M arquette, M ich, May 29. — Tho 
sta r w itness in behalf 
of 
Colonel 
Roosevelt in the ex-president's suit 
against Editor George A. Newett, cf 
Ishpeming, for alleged libel, was John 
Callan O’lajughlin, W ashington corres­ 
pondent of the Chicago Tribune. 
It gave O'Loughlin an opportunity 
to expound a Roosevelt policy in de­ 
cidedly effective fashion, when Attor­ 
ney Belden, for Newett, referred to 
the ordering of an American battle­ 
ship fleet to make a trip around the 
world. 
"Colonel 
Roosevelt 
ordered 
the 
fleet around the world as a dem on­ 
stration to the world, and .Japan in 
particular, that the United States was 
ready for war, if need be,’’ aalii the 
witness. 
Attorney Belden objected, but Judge 
Fl&nnigan ruled that the statem ent 
was a fair answer to the question. 
“ During your twenty y e a rs’ experi­ 
ence with Colonel Roosevelt have you 
ever seen him In the slightest degree 
under the influence of liquor?" 
"I not only never saw him under the 
influence of liquor, but it seems a' so­ 
l u t e s silly to 
>c to have anyone sug­ 
gest the fact that he ever was,” r*^ 
plied O ’lXHighlin em phatically. 
"Isn't it true that it was commonly 
stated and printed in the press that 
Colonel Roosevelt drank to excess in 
1912?" 
"T hat is not true. 
I will say that I 
do not know a newspaj>er man In 
W ashington who ever m ade such a 
statem ent or gave the slightest cre­ 
dence to such rumor. They knew posh 
tively that It was not true.” 
Attorney Belden stated that it was 
the intention of the defense to ask 
future witnesses, 
In an 
attem pt 
to 
show the position of the defense, that 
th ere was in existence a general re­ 
port am ounting to a general reputation 
that Colonel Roosevelt does tis • Ii 
quors aud sometim es to excess; that 
these reports were published in news 
papers and that 
Colonel Boosevet 
read these rei>orts and this charge had 
never been contradicted by hint; the 
defendant published the lepotr of the 
form er president’s reputed excess ve 
ue* of Intoxicants, believing It to he 
true and not with any malice. 
A ttorney Belden 
m aintained 
tha 
stu b testim ony was r e q u i r e to show 
the good faith and absence of malice 
in the publication of the defendsnt s 
editorial. 
It could not he In the p es 
enc® of widespread com m ent by the 
public and in im portant newspapers. 
sated the lawyer, that Mr. Roosevelt 
had been greatly dam aged by the repe­ 
tition of charges of Intoxication In a 
rem o te weekly with a circulation of 
altout 3 0 0 0 copies. 
"I p rop ose to show,” continued the 
lawyer, "that such charges as wer*^ 
m ade in the Iron Ore were by no 
m eans confined to this section. Th** 
plaintiff during 
1912 was the most 
talked-of man In the United States, 
and we expect to introduce testimony 
to show that adverse com m ent as to 
his habits were m ade in many other 
parts of th e country. This point bears 
strongly in showing th e a b se n ce of 
malice on the part of the defendant." 
"In the declaration to this suit the 
plaintiff not only includes the ques 
finn of his use or non use of liquors, 
but also that of his general repins 
tlon." said Mr. Belden. 
T he court asked Mr Belden whether 
the defense would com bat the position 
of the plaintiff that malice In t h e pub 
Heat ton of the article was a basis for 
dam ages 
Mr. Belden answered proo 
of malice undoubtedly would be t h e 
basis for dam ages, and the defense 
would combat the attitu d e 
of 
the 
plaintiff 
Attorney Jam es Pound, for the plain­ 
tiff. said: "At first I w anted to sue for 
$50,Ooh, but Colonel Roosevelt insist­ 
ed that the am ount asked for should 
he nominal 
lie did not want to he 
vlndletlce, hut wanted merely dam ages 
for the publication of a falsehood.”

St. Louis, May 28—Thom as H. West, 
chairm an of the board ol directors ut 
the St. lxruls Trust company, and B.

& San Francisco Railroad company, 
were

“Frisco” railroad system in the fed­ 
eral district court here. 
The receivership proceedings were 
decided on at a conference 
of 
laige 
bondholders of the railway and a num ­ 
ber of the directors, including B. F. 
Yoakum, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
hoard; 
Jam es Campbell, Thom as West, Festus 
J. Wade, B I-. Win* hell, president of 
the company, and Murray Carleton. 
The petition was made in the nam e 
of Mr. W est and other directors. 
It 
was based on the inability of the rail­ 
road to met a maturing loan of $2,250,- 
000 on short time 5 per cent notes, 
due June I. 
Soon atte r his arrival from St. Paul 
Judge Sanborn went into consultation 
with Frederick W. Lehmann, attorney; 
Henry S. 
Priest, attorney, and 
Mr. 
West. T he St. I Anils Union Trust com­ 
pany heretofore has been taking »are 
of the im portant Anan* tai obligations 
of the ‘Frisco system. 
A director, who would not allow his 
nam e to be used, speaking of the com­ 
pany's affairs, said: 
“T he 'Frisco has been under a se­ 
vere handicap for some tim e O perat 
ing expenses and fixed charges have 
continued to offset largp gains in gross 
earnings, due to increased wages for 
trainm en and the high rates prevailing 
for money. In the southw est floods a 
year and tw o years ago the 'Fris*o 
suffered losses running into the mil 
lions.” 
T he total bonded indebtedness of t i e 
system is $237,872,162. The to a1 mil 
eage, in* hiding the subsidiary lines, is 
7544 miles. 
Shortly before the appointm ent of 
the r e c e iv e r s for the Frisco system 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois rail 
road, which Is controlled by the St 
ixniis tit San Francisco, was also plac 
ed in the hands of receivers. The com 
plaint was flied by the Railway Steel 
Spring company
